Former 
Governor 
Passed 
Away Yesterday

BOSTON, Dec. 22.—Form er Governor j a t . 3 P* ,n* today. 
Roger Wolcott died at his residence on 
Common wealth 
avenue 
between 
.LHO 
and 3.40 p.m. yesterday. 
He became ill with typhoid fever sev­ 
eral weeks ago but reports from his 
bedside 
indicated 
nothing alarm ing 
until the latter part of last week, when 
new complications produced a change 
for the worse. 
His physician, Dr. Putnam , said last 
night th a t death lesulted from extreme 
weakness, due to the progress of the 
disease. The members of 
his family 
were a t his bedside, 
but Dr. Putnam 
was not present. He had continued la 
a lethargic state for 24 hours, said Dr. 
Putnam , and while probably conscious 
of w hat was going on, his mind 
not alert and he spoke no word. 
He was probably aw are th at death 
was near. He knew th a t he was vary 
sick, but expressed no concern us 
to 
Che issue. 
The disease was probably contracted 
either while on shipboard or soon after 
he landed in New York from his trip 
in Europe. 
When seized he was almost in perfect 
physical condition, said the attending 
physician. He was possessed of a sta l­ 
w art constitution but all the resources 
of medical science were exhauste I in 
th e endeavor to save his life. 
The funeral will be held Monday at 
l l a. 
in. 
in Trinity 
church, 
Copley 
square. Wolcott's church was K in g s 
Chapel and it would be most natural 
to hold the service there, but Rev. Dr. 
Donald kindly offered the use of. his 
church, and Mrs. Wolcott decided to 
accept 
the offer, because of the ex- 
governor’s democratic feeling and love 
for th e people. T rinity is the largest 
church in Boston, while King s Cliupel 
seats comparatively few. 
, T he service will be of the simplest 
character, 
in deference to wishes of 
the dead man and of the family as well. 
The body will not lie in state and there 
will 
be no 
eulogy. 
Rev. 
Howard 
Brown of King s chapel will read the 
burial service. 
The interment will be in Mount Au­ 
burn cemetery, where the ex-govern­ 
or's father, mother and brother, H u n t­ 
ington, are buried. 
The pall bearers have been selected, 
but as they have not all signified their 
acceptance, the list is withheld. 
Both

Mr. Wolcott was alway* a republican, 
but in the campaign of 1894 he opposed 
his party's candidate for the presidency 
and voted for Grover Cleveland.

was ; i«*longed lo a number of 
reform organ­ 
izations, among others the Boston Citi­ 
zens' association aud the civil service ie- 
form association. 
He was a trustee of 
the Massachusotts General hospital anti 
an overseer of Harvard university, and 
a member of many social clubs. 
Shortly after the resignation of G ener­ 
al William P. Draper as ambassador to 
Italy, in IMM), President McKinley tender­ 
ed the post to Mr. Wolcott. 
The offer 
was declined on account of the pressure

On Sept. 2, 1874, Mr. Wolcott was mar­ 
ried to M iss Edith 
Prescott, 
grand­ 
daughter of William H. Prescott, tin* hls- 
t^lan. »<nd gra mig rand-dang ii ter of Col. 
William Prescott, who commanded th** 
provincials at the battle of Bunker Hill. 
I hey have four sons anti one daughter 
now living. 
Roger Wolcott was born in 
Boston. 
July 13, 1847, the son of J. Huntington 
and ( orneiia 
Frothingham 
Wolcott. 
He is a descendant of the Roger Wol­ 
cott who was second in com m ani in 
the expedition of Sir William Pepperell 
uguinst Cape Breton in 1745. which re­ 
sulted in the capture of Iajuishurg. 
Another ancestor was Oliver Wolcott, 
one of the signers of the Declar Bon 
of Independence. 
Both of these Wol­ 
cotts were governors of 
Connecticut. 
On** of his ancestors, on his mother’s 
side. was active and prominent duv'ng 
the Revolutionary period as a member 
of the Charlestown committee of safe­ 
ty, and another took part in the Bol­ 
ton tea pu rty. 
Roger Wolcott was educated in Bos­ 
ton private schools and at H arvard u n ­ 
iversity, from which he graduated in 
the class of '70. 
In college he ranked 
high, and was the choice of his class­ 
mates for orator. He was 
graduated 
from Harvard law school in 1874 and 
was admitted to the Suff|*lk bar in the 
same 
year. 
He practised 
hut little, 
however, his time having been largely 
occupied by his duties as trustee 
of 
various estates and in the management 
of financial matters. 
Gov. Wolcott's public career hogan 
in 1877 es a member of the Boston com­ 
mon council, in which he served three 
years. Then he was elected 
to the 
lower house of the lecdslatore, w lore 
he served from 1882 to 1884. taking a po­ 
sition among the leaders and 
winning 
distinction as a hard and trustworthy 
worker.

When Wednesday night 
comes there may be no quorum or a 
speedy adjournment for last night was 
Evans* last chance to be elected and 
he lost it. 
It was rumored during the day that

W alker 
and 
Saunders 
would go over. 
Councilman 
W alker 
denied the report on his part, while 
Councilman Saunders had nothing to 
say. Both councilmen are corporation 
employes and it is said th a t the

corporation influence which shows its 
hand In many a municipal affair was 
brought to bear on the pair so strongly 
that even Councilman W alker who was 
a close personal 
friend 
of 
Leforest 
Beals, dropped his friend and took up 
Evans. Councilman W alker’s dem ean­ 
or showed plainly th a t he was acting 
against his will.

he said: 
‘‘I would rath er see Beals 
elected but there was no chance

him.” A few minutes later when 
Mr. 
Beals approached him 
as 
pleasantly 
as though he had stuck and

BOARD OF ALDERM EN. 
The nine aldermen were called to or­ 
der by the mayor at 8.08 o’clock. 
A large am ount of minor 
business 
was transacted in concurrence. 
The board refused, by a vote of 8 to 
I, to confirm the m ayor's appointments 
of Fred Woodies as cemetery trustee 
and John R. Martin as city 
library 
trustee. 
L ater in the evening the board .es- 
cinded its former action whereby it re­

tilt* movement. It is known thai it has 
sympathy as well us that cf Hon. John 
l*ruel Tarte, the Canadian minister of 
public works, and the

French 
speaking member of importance in the 
Canadian government. 
The real promoters of the plan are 
members of the provincial government 
of Quebec and the Lake St. John rail­ 
road, who, 
with other prominent mem­ 
bers of their race, formed the Quebec 
< unionization society several Years ago. 
In 1858 Reno Dupont, the1 
colonization 
agent, with others interested in the plan, 
came to New England and held meetings 
in many of the mill towns, populated by 
French Canadians. Special inducements 
were offered all able-bodied 
men with 
families ti return and take up new land. 
The Quebec government guaranteed 
to 
assist all those financially who 
should 
loin the repatriation movement and the 
land was to be granted to settlers at a 
nominal cost. 
Literature was also put 
in circulation and during the past year 
or two it is said that the tide of travel 
has been in favor of Quebec. 
This month, Mr. Dupont, Ulric Barthe, 
the eidtor of Le Soled, 
a 
prouffnent 
French paper of Quebec city, and a num­ 
ber of others, all strong speakers, have 
been touring Massachusetts, New H am p­ 
shire and Maine, speaking In Worcester 
county, Fall River. 
Lowell law rence, 
Salmon Falls. Dover, Maine, Biddeford, 
and other mill 
towns. 
In 
Worcester 
county the speakers were told of the d's- 
satisfaction among a portion 
of 
the 
French people theref bet aune of dispute 
at North Brookfield with Right 
Rev. 
Thomas D. Heaven. Roman Catholic bish­ 
op of Springfield, who declined to give the 
French Canadians 
a parish 
separate 
from the old one. 
The trouble Is regard­ 
ed as practically a duplicate of th at at 
Danielson. Conn., several years ago. 
In Maine, it apnears the dissatisfaction 
referred to in the Buffalo despatch 
Is 
title to similar causes, viz—in not 
being 
able to secure a sufficient number 
of 
priests of their own tongue. 
This gen­ 
eral grievance was discussed 
recently 
Iii a vigorous speech delivered at Mon­ 
treal bv Hon. J. I. Tarte. 
The French 
Canadians have one bishop In New E ng­ 
land (Bishop Michaud of Vermont) but 
it i« known that they had made an effort 
to h a v e m e of their race appointed to flit

Bishop Healy of Maine. 
Not withstanding this and dissatisfac­ 
tion with the industrial conditions, it ts

P T H E recom m en dation of th e Isth­ 
m ia n co m m ission is to be adopted, 
sooner or later it w ould seem that 
the b ackb one of the A m erican continent 
Is to be divided and the long prom ised 
canal con n ectin g the w a ters of the A t ­ 
lantic and Pacific becom e an a c c o m ­ 
plished fa ct. 
V iew ed in the ligh t not 
only 
of 
recen t 
h u t 
an cien t 
history, 
w h atever m a y be th e ou tco m e of the 
latest in vestigation , there is no doubt 
that the A m erican Interoceanic canal 
by som e route is an e v en tu a lity of the 
future co m p a ra tiv ely near, ta k in g into 
account the g ig a n tic natu re of th e tusk 
and the n ecessity for careful p rep ara­ 
tion. 
A lthough it w a s w ell w ith in th e pres­ 
ent century th at the United S ta te s g o v ­ 
ernment had its atten tio n directed to 
the feasib ility of a tra n sisth m ia n canal 
and only in 1805 th a t the fa m o u s sci- 
entint Von H u m b o ld t declared it prac­ 
ticable, yet nearly 400 y ea rs h ave p a s s ­ 
ed since the search for a w a te r w a y con­ 
necting the tw o ocean s w a s first be­ 
run. 
Christopher C olum bus w a s look­ 
ing for it in 1502, and it w a s the im p el­ 
ling m otive of V asco N u n ez de Balboa, 
when, Sept. 26, 1513, ’‘silent upon a peak 
In Darien,” he, first of all Europeans, 
looked upon th e w aters of the Pacific. 
The cen ten nial of can alization in the 
United 'S ta te s w as celebrated Jn 1802, 
for it w as in 1702 th a t two short c a n a ls 
were opened on the Connecticut river in 
M assachusetts. 
But George W a sh in g ­ 
ton h a s been railed the “father o f the 
canal sy stem '’ in our country, o w in g to 
his early and persistent a d vocacy o f an 
artificial w a te rw a y to con n ect the P o­ 
tom ac and the great lakes, w h ich di­ 
rectly resulted In the C h esapeake and 
Ohio canal and indirectly, it is claim ed. 1 
in the Erie. 
P resident M adison urged 
the un itin g o f the great lak es w ith the 
Mississippi river by a ship canal s u ita ­ 
ble for light draft w a r vessels, w h ich 


I w a s u ltim a te ly carried ou t in the great 
C h icago d rain age canal in m ore recent 
tim es. 
W hile w e have, if is estim a ted , more 
than 6,000 m iles of c a n a ls w ith in the 
lim its of th e U n ited S la tes, none is 
large en ou gh to Moat m odern w a rsh ip s 
o f deep d raft or v e sse ls intended for 
tran socean ic com m erce. 
There are m ore than a dozen ra n a ls 
of over IOO m iles each In len gth w h ich 
a r e entitled to the d esig n a tio n ‘‘great.” 
H ead in g the list is the fa m o u s E rie, 260 
miles, c o n n ectin g Buffalo and the H u d ­ 
son river. 
All these, how ever, are of 
co m p a ra tiv ely sh allow depth, and few 
are c a p a b le o f being en larged to m eet 
the d em a n d s of the tim es us sh ip c a ­ 
nals. 
The short but im p o rta n t S au lt Ste. 
M a r ie , c o n n e c tin g L ak es Superior and 
Huron, h as been enlarged and d eep en ­ 
ed sin ce Its original con stru ction 
in 
1855, a n d the C an ad ian canal, the W el­ 
land. b etw een L a k es Erie and Ontario, 
h as a lso been m ad e deep enough for 
g u n b o a ts and m ost w ar vessels. 
In the 
proposed ship canal con n ectin g the St. 
L aw ren ce and Lake H uron by w a y of 
the O tta w a and F rench rivers, th e C a ­ 
nadian govern m en t will p o ssess a work 
of Inestim able value which m a y c h a n g e 
the b alan ce of trade considerably in its 
favor. 
The really g reat u n d ertak in g for this 
govern m en t to prosecute, m a n y noted 
en gin eers h a v e averred, Is a sh ip canal 
to parallel our A tlan tic coast from B o s­ 
ton or the north shore of C ape Cod to 
N ew 
O rleans 
or 
G alveston , 
cu ttin g 
across 
Hie 
M a ssa ch u setts 
peninsula, 
passin g th rou gh Long Island sound, b e ­ 
hind th e N ew Jersey coast. C ape H a t ­ 
teras, etc., through the m arsh regions 
of Georgia and across the penin sula of 
Florida to the gulf of Mexico. 
Such a 
canal, th ey say, could he provided at 
co m p aratively sm all exp en se and w ith ­ 
out a lock the entire distan ce. 
At least 


one plu ck y A m erican d em on strated the 
fea sib ility of p a s sin g from the St. L a w ­ 
rence to the gu lf of M exico nearly all 
the w a y by natu ral w a te r courses and 
Inlets, w h en Air. N a th a n ie l H. Bishop 
m ad e his w onderful v o y a g e of n eu ily 
6,000 'miles in a paper canoe. 
In the old world, a tte m p ts a t ca n a liza ­ 
tion w ere m ad e m a n y cen tu ries prior to 
th e discovery of th e n e w world, un less 
w e ta k e into con sid eration the w ea k ef- 
j forts o f the peoples a n c ien tly dw ellin g 
here and w ho are n ow extin ct. 
A rtifi­ 
cial w a te rw a y s, in fact, are o f alm ost, 
lf not quite, eq u ally a n cien t origin with 
r o a d w a y s 
on 
land, 
h a v in g 
probably 
been orig in a lly con stru cted for irriga­ 
tion and secon d arily for transp ortation 
purposes. 
Tile first sh ip canal or w a ­ 
te rw a y of m a g n itu d e w a s probably A s ­ 
syrian, but th e E g y p tia n s and the C h i­ 
nese p ossessed so m e c a n a ls of note, for 
p retty reliable evid en ce hus been a d ­ 
duced to sh ow that E g y p t once united 
the w a ters of the Bed sea and the M ed­ 
iterran ean by d ig g in g across the is th ­ 
m u s of Suez, w hile C h in a tod ay p o s­ 
se ss es its Grand canal, o ver 1,000 m iles 
long, w h ich is said to h a v e tak en 120 
y ea rs to build. 
P a s s in g to other w orlds, do not the 
a stro n o m ers tell us th a t there are c a ­ 
n a ls in the planet M ars, by m ean s of 
w hich it is hoped to secu re u ltim ate 
com m u n ication w ith the rem ote M ar­ 
tians, u sin g them a s the basis of s ig ­ 
n alin g through ethereal sp a ce? 
The largest ship can al in E urope until 
quite recen tly w a s th a t w h ich placed 
A m sterd am , 
H olland, 
in 
connection 
w ith the North sea. 
T h is h as a length 
of 51 m iles, a su rfa ce w id th of 124 feet 
and a depth of 18 feet, p erm ittin g the 
p a ssa g e of 1,400 ton ships. 
In Great 
Britain there are m ore than 2,000 m iles 
of canals, hut until the g rea t w a terw a y 
w a s opened to M anchester a few years 
ago, the largest work of the kind there 
w a s the C aledonian canal, w h ich had a 


total len g th of 60 m iles an d a dep th of 
20 feet. 
T he M anchester ca n a l sta n d s unique 
in th e h istory of artificial w a terw a y s, 
since it w a s du g to con n ect w ith the sea 
a c ity w ith o u t a harbor. 
It is 30 miles 
long, h a s an un ob stru cted ch an n el 26 
feet deep and cost m ore th a n $75,000,000, 
the e s tim a te h a v in g been $45,000,000. As 
un e x a m p le of enterp rise on the part 
of m e rc h a n ts and m a n u fa ctu rers, this 
a tte m p t to convert an inland city into 
a 
m a ritim e 
m etrop olis—to 
bring the 
sh ip s to the factories rath er than re­ 
m o v e the latter to the c o a s t —is alm ost 
unprecedented. 
In F ra n ce the C an al d u Midi, con ­ 
stru cted m ore th an 200 y e a r s ago, is 150 
m iles long and 60 feet w ide, but not 
over se v e n feet deep. 
A sh ip can al is, 
how ever, projected to u n ite the w aters 
of th e Loire and the P h on o, th u s con ­ 
n ectin g the A tlan tic and the M editerra­ 
nean. 
It w ill sh orten the d istan ce, say, 
b etw een London and India, by a t least 
1,000 m iles, but it w ill a lso take a w a y 
B ritish prestige by lea v in g Gibraltar 
high and dry and no longer th e key to 
the M editerranean. 
W h a t is likely to be the lo n g est canal 
In th e w orld is that projected across 
R u ssia from th e B altic to the Black 
seu. a d ista n ce o f 700 m iles a s the crow

B y m e a n s o f this c a ­ 
nal R u ssia w ould be m ad e independent 
of T urkey an d alt oth er pow ers in fact, 
for it is intended to c u t it to a depth 
sufficient to perm it th e p a s sa g e o f the 
h u g e s t b attleships. 
It is to be 200 feet 
w ide at Hurtaee, 115 a t b ottom and 27 
feet in depth. 
Its co st is estim a te d at 
I rom $05,000,000 to $100,000,000, hut will 
probab ly exceed even th e larger figures. 
The G erm an g overn m en t, a s is well 
know n , lins been in d efa tig a b le in canal 
d iggin g, u s latest g rea t w ork b eing the 
fa m o u s K iel-N orth sea canal, w h ich is 
64 m iles in len gth and a b o u t 20 feet 
deep and cost nearly $40,000,000. 
It w a s 
opened In 1805 w ith brilliant cerem onies, 
the em peror h im self presiding, w h en a 
procession of m erch an t s te a m er s and 
w a rsh ip s sailed through, 
tu k in g five 
hou rs to pass a given point. 
It Is believed that all th e greater 
w orks o f this ch aracter h a v e been cited, 
excep t, of course, that m ost fa m o u s of 
all, the Suez canal the history o f w h ich 
Is w ell know n. 
A sh ip ca n a l m a y h ave 
an cien tly connected the w a te r s of the 
M editerranean and the Red sea s; but if 
so it had been filled up and aban d on ed 
for nearly l.luo years w h en De L easeps 
took hold of the more m odern e n te r ­ 
prise. 
T he first of m odern s u r v e y s of 
this route for a canal w ere m a d e under 
orders of N ap oleon I d u rin g his in v a ­ 
sion of E gyp t, but the reports o f his 
en gin eers In m ak in g tho lev el of th* 


Red sea 30 feet high er than th a t of the 
M ed iterranean w ere found to be erro­ 
neous by a com bined su rvey of F rench, 
E n g lish and A u stria n en gin eers in 1847, 
w hen the true level w a s a scertain ed . 
M. D e L e sse p s secured a co n cessio n for 
the ca n a l in 1854, and a co m p a n y w a s 
organ ized in 1858, w ith e x clu siv e g u a r ­ 
a n tees for 09 years. 
H is original e s t i­ 
m a te w a s $40,000,000 for the total work,
